THE INITIAL IMPRESSION OF THE UFO, AS IT APPROACHED THE 
VICINITY OF ACCRA FROM THE NORTH, WAS THAT IT MIGHT HAVE 
BEEN A FALLING METEORITE. VERY QUICKLY, HOWEVER, THE 
UFO STOPPED FALLING AND STARTED TO CLIMB. AS IT WAS 
GAINING ALTITUDE O^R ACCRA AND THE OCEAN, DETAILS OF 
THE UFO , COULD BE SEEN QUITE CLEARLY BECAUSE OF ITS OWN
